COMMENT  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Since  1961  the  corrected  death  rate  has  been 
fractionally  better  than  the  national  average,  but  in  the 
record  of  deaths  we  have,  unfortunately,  two  new  local 
records.  The  number  of  deaths  recorded  as  due  to  cancer 
of  the  lung  and  to  coronary  thrombosis  are  each  the  highest 
recorded  in  this  district  in  one  year.

When  called  for  by  the  family  doctor,  the  District 
Nurse  will  attend  persons  who  require  nursing  in  their  own 
homes.  In  case  of  difficulty,  messages  for  district  nurses 
can  be  left  at  the  District  Health  Office,  Grape  Lane,  Whitby 
(Tel.  Whitby  520). 

The  duties  of  Health  Visitors  include  the  visiting  of 
homes  for  the  purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of 
young  children.  It  is  their  duty  to  visit  every  home  where 
there  is  a  child  below  school  age,  so  that  the  mother  may  be 
encouraged  to  discuss  even  the  most  trivial  worry  with  the 
Health  Visitor,  who  may  then  reassure  her  or  get  her  to 
seek  expert  advice. 

In  addition,  they  visit  and  advise  expectant  or  nursing 
mothers,  persons  suffering  from  illness,  including  tuber¬ 
culosis,  and  aged  persons. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  number  of 
vaccinations  and  immunisations  reported  to  have  been 
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carried  out  in  the  combined  area,  Whitby  Urban  and  Rural 
districts,  were  as  follows: — 

Poliomyelitis  Diphtheria  iSmallpox  Whoopjjig  Cough  B.C.G.

Vaccinations  and  immunisations  against  Poliomyelitis, 
Diphtheria,  Smallpox  and  Whooping  Cough  were  done  by 
family  doctors,  or  at  the  infant  welfare  centres.  In  addition, 
it  has  been  routine  practice  during  the  year  for  Dr.  Binns 
and  I  to  offer  boosters  to  schoolchildren,  as  follows  : — 

Poliomyelitis. — On  school  entry. 

Diphtheria. — During  second  year  at  school. 

Smallpox. — During  third  year  at  school. 

Routine  tuberculin  testing  of  13  year  olds  is  under¬ 
taken  by  the  School  Health  Service  in  the  Whitby  area. 
Positive  reactors  were  referred  to  the  Mass  Radiography 
Unit.  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  negative  reactors  is  normally 
undertaken,  but  could  not  be  fitted  into  the  1965  programme. 


Ambulance  Service. 

Two  large  ambulances  and  two  small  ambulances 
are  housed  in  a  garage  off  Stakesby  Road,  Whitby. 

Escort  duties  in  the  ambulance  service  have  been 
undertaken  by  members  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade 
and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society. 

Domestic  Help  Service. 

Helps  are  provided  when  necessary,  and  36  cases  in  the 
Rural  District  received  assistance  during  1965. 

Payment  for  the  service  of  a  domestic  help  depends  on 
income  and  necessary  expenses,  and  varies  from  a  possible 
full  rate  of  4s.  4d.  an  hour  to  a  free  service. 

Mental  Health  Services. 

The  Mental  Health  Services  are  administered  direct 
by  the  County  Council.  The  Duly  Authorised  Officers  for 
the  area  operate  from  Northway,  Scarborough.  Tel. 
Scarborough  63366. 

Welfare  Services. 

The  office  of  the  District  Welfare  Officer,  who  sees  to 
the  welfare  of  old  people,  is  at  Grape  Lane,  Whitby.  TeL. 
No.  Whitby  235. 
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Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care. 

An  active  Voluntary  Care  Committee  serves  the  needs 
of  the  area,  its  chief  functions  being  to  provide  extra 
nourishment,  clothing,  bedding,  medical  comforts,  nursing 
equipment,  etc.,  and  to  do  everything  possible  for  the  welfare 
of  sick  persons. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Care  Committee,  Mr.  K.  Birdsall, 
has  kindly  prepared  the  following  extract  from  his  Annual 
Report  : — 

“  During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1966,  the 
following  items  of  assistance  have  been  given  : — 

Chiropody  Service. 

Three  chiropodists  have  again  participated  in  the 
scheme,  treatment  being  offered  to  the  following  classes  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  family  doctor  : — 

Men  over  65  years  old. 

Women  over  60  years  old. 

Physically  handicapped  persons. 

Persons  with  mental  illness. 

Expectant  mothers. 

Two  new  village  centres  were  started  during  the  year, 
at  the  Temperance  Hall,  Castleton,  in  April,  1965,  and  at  the 
Women’s  Institute,  Hinderwell,  in  January,  1966. 

561  patients  received  treatment,  compared  with  475  in 
the  previous  year.  A  total  of  3,420  treatments  were  given, 
compared  with  3,635  in  the  previous  year.  The  treatments 
were  effected  as  follows  : —

Meals  Service. 

The  “Meals  on  Wheels”  service  distributed  3,399  meals 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  2,899  the  previous  year. 
This  is  a  service  most  capably  organised  and  staffed  by  the 
Women’s  Royal  Voluntary  Services,  and  financed  mainly  by 
the  Care  Committee.  As  the  growth  of  this  service,  together 
with  price  increases,  had  raised  the  annual  cost  beyond  their 
scope  the  Care  Committee  for  the  first  time  applied  to 
the  Whitby  U.D.C.  who  kindly  granted  £80. 

In  conjunction  with  such  County  services  as  home 
nursing,  home  helps,  health  visiting  etc.,  and  a  variety  of 
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voluntary  services  which  have  been  brought  together  during 
the  year,  the  Meals  service  enables  many  elderly  people  to 
remain  at  home  who  would  otherwise  need  admission  to  a 
hospital  or  old  persons’  home.

Eggs  from  the  Harvest  Festival  at  Goathland  Church 
were  gratefully  received  for  distribution  among  elderly 
sick  people. 

National  Society  for  Cancer  Relief. 

As  the  above  national  organisation  has  no  local 
representative,  I  have  acted  on  their  behalf  in  dealing  with 
local  cases.  In  one  case,  a  grant  has  been  paid  fortnightly 
throughout  the  years. 

Miscellaneous. 

A  meat  grinder  was  supplied  to  an  old  lady  with  a 
throat  condition  which  prevented  her  from  swallowing 
solids. 

Four  patients  received  extra  nourishment,  consisting 
of  1  jar  Bovril  and  12  packets  Complan. 

A  “Dunlopillo”  pillow  was  supplied  to  a  patient 
suffering  from  asthma. 

Travelling  expenses  paid  to  relatives  of  three  patients 
in  hospitals  (Sheffield,  Leeds  and  Middlesbrough)  on  four 

occasions.

WHITBY  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  District  and  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector’s  Department  for  the  year  1965. 

All  22  parishes  have  a  mains  water  supply  which  is 
owned  by  the  Scarborough  Corporation,  and  88%  of  the 
houses  in  the  district  are  connected  to  these  water  mains, 
the  remainder  being  on  private  supplies.  The  programme 
of  mains  renewals  and  extensions  was  continued  by  the 
Scarborough  Corporation  and  work  commenced  on  the 
supplementary  scheme  for  the  extraction  of  water  from  the 
River  Esk  at  Ruswarp.  There  were  no  water  shortages 
during  the  year  in  the  areas  served  by  water  mains. 

Extensions  to  the  Stainsacre  sewerage  system  were 
completed  during  the  year,  and  the  Priory  Park  Council 
housing  estate  of  14  houses  at  Grosmont  was  connected  to  the 
Grosmont  village  sewerage  scheme,  replacing  the  septic 
tank  system.  Sewerage  schemes  for  Commondale,  Wester- 
dale,  Botton  Hall,  Lealholm,  Esk  Valley  and  Mickleby  were 
being  prepared  by  your  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  86  houses 
were  connected  to  sewers  and  69%  of  the  houses  in  the 
district  now  have  main  drainage.  69  dry  closets  were 
converted  to  water  closets.  The  number  of  houses  not 
connected  to  sewers  and  with  dry  closets  is  being  reduced 
rapidly  as  sewerage  schemes  become  available. 

New  public  conveniences  were  built  by  the  Council  at 
Sandsend,  replacing  some  very  old  and  inadequate  privately- 
owned  conveniences.  The  Council  now  owns  and  maintains 
15  public  conveniences  and  further  premises  are  proposed 
for  Grosmont,  Goathland  and  Westerdale. 

A  considerable  amount  of  housing  improvement  work 
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has  again  been  carried  out  under  the  grant  schemes.  69 
houses  were  improved  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants, 
making  a  total  of  585  houses  improved  since  the  inception 
of  the  grant  schemes,  or  12%  of  all  the  houses  in  the  district. 
£111,557  has  been  paid  in  Improvement  Grants  so  far.  27 
new  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  and  37  by  private 
enterprise.  4  unfit,  houses  were  demolished  by  private 
owners. 

Applications  for  Council  houses  increased  by  61,  to 
335,  at  the  end  of  the  year.  172  of  these  applications  were 
from  outside  the  Council’s  district.  The  current  building 
programmes  at  Grosmont,  Sleights  and  Staithes  should  go 
a  long  way  to  meet  local  needs,  but  the  demand  for 
bungalows  for  elderly  people  has  been  so  great  that  the 
Council  will  have  to  consider  building  more  of  them.  In 
a  district  which  has  a  high  proportion  of  retired  residents 
it  was  only  to  be  expected  that  this  form  of  housing  would 
prove  to  be  very  popular. 

Meat  inspection  continued  to  take  up  much  of  your 
Inspectors’  time.  12,313  animals  were  slaughtered  in  the 
two  slaughterhouses  and  every  carcase  was  inspected.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

General. 

The  Regional  Water  Scheme  is  owned  and 
administered  by  the  Scarborough  Corporation  and  a  piped 
water  supply  is  available  in  all  the  twenty-two  parishes  in 
the  Council’s  District.  Approximately  570  houses  are 
without  a  mains  water  supply,  but  most  of  these  properties 
are  isolated  houses  and  farms  which  cannot  be  supplied 
from  the  Corporation’s  mains  because  of  contours  or 
distance.  In  most  of  these  cases  there  are  piped  supplies 
from  individual  springs. 

The  difficulties  experienced  in  1964  due  to  lack  of 
rainfall,  partly  carried  over  into  1965  and  emergency 
preparations  were  commenced  to  cater  for  the  summer 
demand.  However,  the  greatly  increased  rainfall  from  July 
onwards  enabled  these  preparations  to  be  cancelled  and  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year  there  was  no  shortage.  The 
abundance  of  rainfall  towards  the  end  of  the  year  was  such 
that  care  was  needed  concerning  the  quality  of  the  water, 
due  to  the  additional  sediment  and  discolouration  arising 
from  the  stormy  conditions. 

At  the  Filter  House,  Westerdale,  the  chemical 
treatment  plant  was  renewed  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  new 
equipment  will  facilitate  control  of  the  quality  of  watea’ 
produced  from  this  plant. 

No  contamination  of  water  supplies  was  reported  or 
found  during  the  year. 

Chemical  analysis  reports  show  that  the  fluoride 
content  of  the  water  ranges  between  0.07  and  0.10  parts  per 
million.

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New  Schemes. 

A  scheme  for  the  extraction  of  water  from  the  River 
Esk  at  Ruswarp  was  well  in  hand  so  far  as  the  laying  of 
mains  was  concerned,  and  the  constructional  work  was  put 
out  to  tender.

Robin  Hood’s  Bay,  Roxby,  Runswick  Bay,  Sandsend, 
Scaling,  Sneaton,  Stainsacre,  Sleights,  Ugglebarnby  and 
Ugthorpe. 

Privately-owned  Water  Schemes. 

Only  two  privately-owned  supplies  remain  in  the 
District,  at  Esk  Valley  and  Westerdale,  and  negotiations  are 
in  hand  for  the  take-over  of  these  supplies. 

Piped  Supplies  to  Dwellinghouses. 

Sixty-four  new  houses  and  nineteen  existing  houses 
were  connected  to  the  Scarborough  Corporation’s  water 
mains  during  the  year,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  4,185 
houses  were  on  mains  water  supplies,  either  privately  or 
publicly-owned,  representing  about  87%  of  the  total  number 
of  houses  in  the  District.  The  remainder  (570)  are  mostly 
isolated  houses  and  farms  which  have  their  own  private 
supplies.  Only  a  very  small  number  of  houses  in  the  district 
are  supplied  by  public  standpipe.  Only  about  120  occupied 
houses  do  not  have  an  internal  cold  water  supply. 

Water  Samples. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-seven  samples  of  water  were 
taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  most  of  these  samples 
being  taken  from  public  supplies  by  the  Scarborough 
Corporation  Water  Department.

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Twenty-six  samples  from  the  Public  Supplies  were 
unsatisfactory,  but  following  samples  were  satisfactory.  The 
five  unsatisfactory  samples  from  private  supplies  were  from 
springs  liable  to  pollution,  and  the  necessary  remedial 
measures  were  taken. 

The  principal  supplies  in  the  Rural  District  are  the 
Regional  Water  Scheme,  Goathland  Water  Scheme  and  the 
Randymere  Reservoir  supply.  These  supplies  are 
chlorinated  and,  in  addition,  the  Regional  and  Goathland 
Schemes  are  subject  to  filtration  and  treatment  to  counteract 
possible  plumbo-solvency. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

New  Schemes. 

No  new  sewerage  schemes  were  commenced  during 
the  year,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
Mr.  G.  Leach,  has  been  concentrating  on  the  preparation  of 
schemes  for  the  sewering  of  Westerdale,  Commondale,  Esk 
Valley,  Lealholm,  Botton  Village,  Butt  Lane,  Fylingthorpe, 
and  the  re-sewering  of  the  village  of  Mickleby.  These 
schemes  were  ready  to  go  out  to  tender  at  the  end  of  the 
year  and  it  is  hoped  to  obtain  one  contractor  for  the  whole 
of  the  works  with  a  view  to  efficiency  and  financial  savings. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  contract  will  be  for  approximately 
80-90  thousand  pounds. 

Eighty-six  houses  were  connected  to  sewers  during 
the  year.  Of  the  4,755  houses  in  the  district,  3,304  are 
connected  to  sewers.  In  addition,  it  is  estimated  that  1,031 
houses  are  connected  to  private  septic  tanks.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Refuse  Collection  Service. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour,  three  lorries 
and  eleven  men  being  employed.  The  service  undertakes 
the  emptying  of  dustbins  and  dry  closets  in  all  villages. 

The  district  covers  an  area  of  178  square  miles  and  the 
population  is  spread  over  52  villages  and  hamlets,  and  as 
the  main  villages  all  have  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse,  the 
service  can  be  considered  to  be  a  very  good  one. 

The  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  for  the  year 
ended  31st  March,  1966,  was  £11,901,  equivalent  to  a  rate  of 
12.24d.  in  the  £.

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  bulk  of  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  in 
two  quarries.  A  small  proportion  of  the  refuse,  about  2%, 
was  dealt  with  at  the  refuse  disposal  works  of  the  Whitby 
Urban  District  Council.  In  July  the  Council  acquired  a 
Massey-Ferguson  Tractor-Shovel  and  the  refuse  on  the  tips 
can  now  be  covered  at  more  frequent  intervals,  thus 
reducing  further  any  possible  cause  for  complaints.  One 
driver  is  employed  full-time  on  the  tractor  and  another  man 
part-time  on  the  Goathland  Tip.

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The  number  of  loads  disposed  of  is  less  than  in  the 
previous  year,  due  to  the  fact  that  a  new  lorry  of  20  cu.  yds. 
capacity  replaced  a  10  cu.  yards,  lorry  early  in  the  year. 

Septic  Tank  Emptying. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-seven  privately-owned,  and 
eighteen  Council  septic  tanks,  were  emptied  during  the 
year,  amounting  to  200  750-gallon  loads.  In  addition  the 
Emptier  was  used  on  two  sites  of  the  Whitby  Potash 
Company  to  dispose  of  waste  from  drilling,  amounting  to  71 
hours  work. 

A  charge  of  £1  per  load  is  made  for  emptying  domestic 
tanks,  and  £3  for  the  first  load,  £2  for  subsequent  loads,  for 
emptying  tanks  at  farms  and  business  premises. 

Salvage. 

Salvage  work  is  undertaken  in  conjunction  with  the 
collection  and  disposal  of  refuse.  The  following  table  shows

Street  Sweeping. 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  workmen  at  the 
seaside  villages  of  Staithes,  Hinderwell,  Runswick  Bay  and 
Robin  Hood’s  Bay.  Regular  sweeping  must  be  carried  out 
during  the  summer  season,  because  of  the  day  trippers  and 
motorists  frequenting  these  villages.  In  addition,  the 
Council’s  handyman  spends  a  large  part  of  his  time  in 
summer  clearing  litter  from  car  parks  and  lay-bys. 

Public  Conveniences. 

The  Council  owns  and  maintains  Public  Conveniences 
at  Castleton,  Danby,  Egton,  Egton  Bridge,  Fylingthorpe, 
Glaisdale,  Hinderwell,  Lealholm,  Robin  Hood’s  Bay  (2), 
Runswick  Bay,  Sleights,  Staithes  (2),  and  Sandsend.  New 
conveniences  were  built  by  the  Council  at  Sandsend, 
replacing  very  old  and  inadequate  privately-owned 
conveniences.  The  Public  Conveniences  at  East  Row  are 
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owned  by  the  Mulgrave  Estate  and  maintained  and  cleansed 
by  the  Council.  Three  workmen  are  engaged  on  cleansing 
public  conveniences  and  street  sweeping,  etc. 


HOUSING. 

The  statistics  compiled  from  the  Rural  Housing 
Survey  completed  in  1949  are  kept  up  to  date  as  far  as 
possible  and  additional  information  added  each  year.  Most 
of  the  properties  which  have  not  been  inspected  are 
agricultural  dwellings  and  larger  type  houses.  The  position 
at  the  end  of  the  year  is  shown  in  the  following  tables.

The  figures  in  brackets  show  the  position  when  the 
survey  was  completed  in  1949  and  indicate  that  there  has 
been  a  slow  but  steady  improvement  in  the  sanitation  of  the 
houses  generally  since  then.  The  number  of  houses  without 
internal  water  supply,  sinks,  baths  and  water  closets  is  being 
rapidly  reduced  through  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants, 
and  the  installation  of  new  sewerage  schemes. 


Unfit  Houses. 

There  were  168  Class  V  houses  in  the  District, 
compared  with  177  in  1964.  A  large  number  of  these  houses 
are  in  the  coastal  villages  and  are  used  as  holiday  or 
weekend  cottages,  and  a  number  are  being  re-conditioned 
with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants. 
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Demolitions  and  Closures.

Repairs  and  Improvements. 

Twenty-nine  houses  were  improved  with  the  aid  of 
Discretionary  Improvement  Grants  and  40  houses  with  the 
aid  of  Standard  Improvement  Grants,  as  against  57  and  38 
respectively  in  1964. 

A  total  of  463  houses  have  now  been  improved  with 
the  aid  of  Discretionary  Improvement  Grants,  at  a  cost  of 
£98,789  16s.  8d.,  or  an  average  cost  of  £213  17s.  4d.,  while  a 
further  122  houses  have  been  improved  with  Standard 
Grants  at  a  cost  of  £12,767  11s.  Id.,  or  an  average  cost  of 
£104  13s.  Od. 

Subject  to  the  statutory  limit  of  £400,  the  Council 
pays  the  maximum  grant  of  fifty  per  cent,  towards 
Discretionary  Improvement  Grants. 

Of  the  sixty-nine  houses  improved  during  the  year, 
18  were  owner-occupied  houses  and  22  were  tenanted  houses. 

Moveable  Dwellings. 

There  are  sixty-five  licensed  Caravan  Sites  in  the  area, 
accommodating  a  maximum  number  of  775  caravans.  Of 
these  sites,  22  have  6  or  more  caravans  stationed  on  the 
site.  All  the  caravans  are  used  for  holiday  purposes  only. 

Only  two  complaints  were  received  during  the  year, 
but  neither  complaint  warranted  action  against  the  site 
operators  concerned. 

The  number  of  caravans  coming  into  the  district 
increases  every  year  and  up  to  now  has  resulted  in  increases 
on  established  sites. 

New  Houses. 

Thirty-seven  new  houses  were  built  by  private 
enterprise. 

Twenty-seven  new  houses  were  built  by  the  Council. 
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Council  House  Applications. 

There  were  335  applications  on  the  Register  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  of  which  172  were  from  applicants  outside 
the  Council’s  area.  The  corresponding  figures  at  the  end  of 
1964  were  274  and  139  respectively.  The  housing  register  is 
revised  annually  by  writing  to  all  applicants. 

During  the  year  roads  and  services  were  completed 
on  the  Sleights  and  Staithes  estates  and  building  was  under 
way.  54  of  the  104  properties  being  built  are  Old  People’s 
Bungalows.  This  is  the  Council’s  first  venture  to  cater  for 
the  elderly  on  a  substantial  scale  and  it  would  seem  from 
applications  received  that  the  scheme  will  be  very 
successful. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Ice  Cream. 

There  were  79  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of 
ice  cream.  The  ice  cream,  with  one  exception,  is  manu¬ 
factured  outside  the  district  and  consists  of  well  known 
makes.  The  exception  is  a  small  shop  mixing  a  “  Cornish 
Ice  Cream  ”  mix  in  an  automatic  freezer. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  are  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district, 
both  of  which  are  privately  owned.  The  larger  slaughter¬ 
house  is  at  Egton  and  slaughtering  takes  place  on  each  day 
except  Wednesday  and  Sunday,  while  the  small  slaughter¬ 
house  is  part  of  a  Bacon  Factory  at  Ugthorpe,  where 
slaughtering  takes  place  one  day  per  week. 

During  the  year  all  the  animals  slaughtered  were 
inspected.  The  number  of  visits  to  slaughterhouses  during 
1965  was  580  and  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  12,313, 
a  decrease  of  1,854  on  the  1964  figures.
